Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on September 30, 2008 has been accepted and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Regarding claim 2, none of the prior art of record specifies nor makes obvious a device 
for detecting thermal radiation, where the active microbolometer and passive mircrobolometer 
are positioned such that the reflective screen is formed on the substrate except at locations 
corresponding to the active microbolomctcrs, the passive microbolometer being formed on the 
reflective screen which comprises at least one metallic layer in contact with the absorbing 
element of the membrane, the reflective screen being arranged underneath the membrane, in 
contact with the absorbing element of the membrane, in combination with the other claimed 
elements. 

5. Regarding claim 4, none of the prior art specifies nor makes obvious a method for 
producing a device that detects thermal radiation, namely the combination of steps where 

the active and passive microbolometers are formed simultaneously on a single support 
substrate in combination with the steps of 

forming the reflective screen on the whole of the device, and then eliminating opposite 
the locations of the active microbolometers, then 

forming the passive microbolometer on the reflective screen which comprises at least one 
metallic layer in contact with the absorbing element of the membrane, and

arranging the reflective screen underneath the membrane, in contact with the absorbing 
element of the membrane. 

6. The balance of claims are allowed for being dependent upon an already allowed claim.
